TOWN MEETINGS 


Special Town Meeting, August 11, 1966 


It was voted: 


That the expenditure of a sum not to exceed $19,000 for the 
purchase of a dump truck, with snow plow attachments is hereby 
authorized to be taken from the Capital Reserve Fund, with the 
approval of the Board of Finance. 


Franklin Kearney was elected a member of the Regional 
School Board District #7, to fill the vacancy caused by the resigna- 
tion of Dana Gowen for the unexpired term from August 1966 to 
July 1967. 


That the Town accept and maintain Chapin Park in Pine 
Meadow from the Pine Meadow Fire Department subject to the 
following: 


1. That it continue to be maintained as Chapin Memorial 
Park for a period of at least twenty years; 

2. That the Pine Meadow Fire Company be allowed to trim 
the Christmas tree as in the past; 

3. That the Park will not be used as a playground; 

4. That the transfer of this property be done with no cost 
to the Pine Meadow Fire Company. 


That the Town owned property located on Route 25 and for- 
merly Known as the Marsh Property be officially designated as 
school property and made available to the committee for school 
construction purposes. It is the intention of the Schcol Building 
Committee to use approximately 20 to 25 acres in the northeast 
section of the property for the present school construction project 
and the remainder to be set aside for future school expansion. 


That the Town set up for deposit, separate custodian funds in 
the bank, in accordance with Sec. 7-148 and Sec. 7-403, of the Gen- 
eral Statutes. 


Annual Town Meeting, October 3, 1966 
It was voted: 


That the sum of Fifteen Hundred ($1,500.00) Dollars be appro- 
priated from the general fund surplus and transferred to the re- 
volving fund for the purposes of paying bills incurred by the 
School Building Committee. 


That the reports of the Selectmen, Town Treasurer and Agent 
of the Town Deposit Fund, Board of Finance, Board of Education, 
Health Officer, Auditors, New Hartford Free Public Library Asso- 
ciation, Sewer Commission and the Reports of any other Town 
Officers and Committees, be and the same are hereby approved 
and accepted. 


That the selectmen be, and they hereby are, authorized to 
enter into a contract or contracts with the State Highway Com- 
missioner as to all funds that are allotted to the Town, for the 
expenditure in building, repair and maintenance of such highways 
as may be approved by the State Highway Commissioner under 
the provisions of the Statutes pertaining to the Town Aid Roads 
or Highway programs. 


Special Town Meeting, December 19, 1966 
It was voted: 


That the Board of Selectmen recommend the acceptance of 
Littlebrook Road, Birdsview Avenue extension and Dorothy Road 
to be included in the Town Aid Road System. 


That the Town Meeting accept the report of the School Build- 
ing Committee describing the proposed school detailing the prog- 
ress to date. 


That the sum of $37,400.00 be appropriated for the use of the 
School Building Committee to meet architectural fees for obtain- 
ing detailed cost estimates, preliminary basic drawings, working 
drawings, outline and detailed specifications, bid advertising and 
contingent expenses necessary for the planning of a proposed 
school. 


That the Board of Finance be authorized to take such fiscal 
action in the name of the Town as will implement the provisions 
of Resolution No. 3 of this meeting. 
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Special Town Meeting, April 24, 1967 
It was voted: 


In order to provide for alternate members of the Planning and 
Zoning Commission of the Town of New Hartford, pursuant to the 
provisions of Section 8-1b of the General Statutes of the State of 
Connecticut, and to provide for a uniform method for the election 
of regular and alternate members of said Commission: 


BE IT ORDAINED That the Planning and Zoning Commission 
of the Town of New Hartford, consisting of five regular members, 
shall, from the first Tuesday of October, 1967, consist of five regu- 
lar members and three alternate members, who shall be elected 
in the following manner: 


A. All members of said Commission shall be elected in the 
same manner as other town officials at the biennial town election 
for the following terms: 


1. The terms of the five regular members shall continue to be 
for five years with one term commencing on the first Tuesday of 
October in each year. The terms of office of the regular members 
now in office are ratified and confirmed, and their successors shall 
be elected as herein provided to fill the vacancies as each of said 
terms expire. 


2. The terms of the original alternate members shall be: one 
for three years, one for four years, and one for five years com- 
mencing on the first Tuesday of October, 1967. Thereafter, the 
terms of the alternate members shall be five years commencing 
on the first Tuesday of October of each year in which the term of 
an alternate member expires. 


B. At each biennial town election members shall be elected 
to fill all vacancies in the office of regular or alternate member 
which will occur by reason of the expiration of terms between 
said election and the succeeding biennial town election. 


BE IT FURTHER ORDAINED That the Planning and Zoning 
Commission, by vote of its regular members only, shall elect a 
chairman from among its regular members and shall appoint a 
secretary who shall keep minutes of its proceedings and other 
official actions. ;  * . 
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BE IT ORDAINED That there is hereby created a commission 
to be known as the Recreation Commission of the Town of New 
Hartford to consist of five (5) members who shall be electors of 
said Town and who shall serve without compensation. 


The members of said Commission shall be appointed by the 
Board of Selectmen of the Town of New Hartford to hold office 
from and after the effective date of this ordinance. The members 
of said Commission shall serve an initial term from the date of 
their appointment until the next annual business meeting of said 
Town. Thereafter, said members shall serve for the following 
terms respectively: 5 years, 4 years, 3 years, 2 years and 1 year, 
and thereafter shall serve a term of 5 years from the date of their 
appointment. All appointments shall be made and vacancies filled 
by the Board of Selectmen of said Town. 


Said Commission, by vote of its members, shall elect a chair- 
man from among its members and shall appoint a secretary who 
shall keep minutes of its proceedings and other official actions. 


Said Commission shall have the authority to establish, main- 
tain and operate such parks, playgrounds, swimming areas and 
other recreation places and programs as it deems desirable for the 
residents of the Town of New Hartford. Said Commission shall 
have all the powers necessary and proper for the establishment, 
maintenance and operation thereof, including the power (1) to 
contract; (2) to establish rules and regulations for the operation 
of such recreational places and programs; (3) to charge reason- 
able fees for the use and maintenance of such recreational places 
and programs; and (4) to cooperate with other local agencies, 
neighboring towns, the State of Connecticut and the Federal Gov- 
ernment in connection with the establishment, maintenance and 
operation of such recreational places and programs. 


BE IT RESOLVED that all actions heretofore taken by the 
Acting Recreation Commission of the Town of New Hartford ap- 
pointed by the Board of Selectmen of said Town are hereby rati- 
fied and confirmed. 


That the Vickers Road and Farnsworth Drive be accepted into 
the Town Aid Road System. 


Be it Enacted by the Town of New Hartford in Town Meeting 
Duly Assembled: 


Section I: Pursuant to the provisions of Chapter 127 of the 
General Statutes of Connecticut, Revision of 1958, the Town of 
New Hartford hereby adopts the provisions of said Chapter and 
elects to participate in the regional planning agency now or hence- 
forth existing under authority of said Chapter in the Torrington- 
Winchester Planning Region as defined by the Connecticut De- 
velopment Commission pursuant to the provisions of said Chapter. 


Section II: The Town of New Hartford, having a population 
of less than 25,000, shall have two (2) representatives on the afore- 
mentioned agency. The Board of Selectmen and the Planning and 
Zoning Commission of the Town shall each appoint one (1) elector 
to the agency. Appointees shall serve for terms of two years and 
shall serve for the term of their office and until their successors 
have been appointed. Appointees may be reappointed. Terms of 
Office shall commence when the appointment is made or from 
the first organization meeting of the agency, whichever is later. 


Section III: Resignation of Member. 


Vacancies created by resignation or inability to serve shall be 
filled by the appointing authority for the remainder of the un- 
expired term. Any representative who is absent from three (3) 
consecutive regular meetings of the regional planning agency and 
any intervening duly called special meetings thereof shall be con- 
sidered to have resigned from said body except that the require- 
ments of this section may be waived by the appointing authority 
for good cause. 


Section IV: Effective date. 


This ordinance shall become effective fifteen days after pub- 
lication in some newspaper having a circulation in the town.

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REPORT OF BOARD OF SELECTMEN 


The Board of Selectmen submit the following report for the 
year 1966-1967. 


During the past winter 2,600 yards of sand, approximately 80 
tons of salt were used for snow removal. 


_A number of dead trees were removed, also trees and over- 
hanging branches to improve the sight line on roads not covered 
last year. 


Roads were swept in preparation for oiling, 60,000 gallons of 
Rt. 6 Tar were applied with 1,600 yards of sand used for cover. 


As we stated, in the past the Town Dump had been ordered 
to stop burning and proceed with a sanitary land fill. Out of 169 
towns, only 69 have open dumps such as ours. It is also required 
that an approval of a new site and method of operation must be 
obtained from the State Department of Health. This involves 
spreading, compacting and covering refuse daily, with no burning, 
rodents and other vermin are controlled by eliminating water seep- 
age and food. 


The Selectmen and Planning and Zoning Commission, so far, 
have been unable to locate a site, that the neighborhood or the 
State Department of Health will approve. 


The sewer plant and water line approved on April 25, 1966 are 
80% complete. Water and sewage are available to the Waring 
Plant, No money has been received, in connection with our applica- 
tion for Federal and State to participate, in the cost of these proj- 
ects.

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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


-- The school year 1966-67 saw a starting enrollment of 476, 
which climbed to 521 by June. The second temporary classroom 
was installed and opened for third graders of the Bakerville School. 
An additional section of fourth grade was installed at the New 
Hartford Elementary School. Further ungrading was made possible 
by the addition of a half-time teacher in the P.M. at the Bakerville 
School. This allowed us to break down the 3 first and second grades 
into 4 Language Arts-Reading sections. 


The staff attended a series of inservice training sessions on 
linguistics in conjunction with the Barkhamsted System.

A region-wide testing program showed very favorable results 
in the achievement level of the New Hartford children. 


A revamped nursing program was instituted under a contract 
with the New Hartford Public Health Nursing Association. This 
has resulted in a very satisfactory arrangement for the year. 


Modern mathematics was added to the fourth grade for ad- 
vanced level students. 


Preliminary educational specifications for a new school were 
accepted by the Board of Education and delivered to the School 
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Building Committee. Target date for the school on town property 
off Route 25 is September of 1968. 


The CESC inaugurated its first full year of services to the 
town’s school system. 


A second year of 2 projects under Title II of ESEA was com- 
pleted. The library aide program in conjunction with St. Mary’s 
School and the Recreation Program of Brown’s Corner were quite 
well received by the participants.

ANNUAL REPORT OF THE REGIONAL SCHOOL #7 


BOARD OF EDUCATION 


In the ninth year of the school there was an average daily 
membership of 771.04 including 15.86 special education pupils and 
6.31 pupils to a vocational agriculture school. 


In addition we were responsible for 44 pupils who attended 
Oliver Wolcott Technical School. 


Of the total membership, Barkhamsted had 24.45%, Colebrook 
10.75%, New Hartford 42.09%, and Norfolk 22.70%. 


Due to the projected growth in enrollment, the Regional #7 
and the other town Boards of Education have been engrossed in 
evaluation of alternative plans for building. By the use of one 
portable classroom in 1967-1968 and three in 1968-1969, temporary 
accommodations can be provided. Permanent building will be need- 
ed by September 1969, if Regional District #7 remains as presently 
constituted. 


Of the 84 graduates of the Class of 1967, 55 have immediate 
plans to continue their education. From local and other sources, 22 
students received scholarships from $50 - $1,000 for a total of $9,750. 
The Board recommends that continued effort be made to increase 
scholarship aid available to students.

NEW HARTFORD FREE PUBLIC LIBRARY ASSOCIATION 


For the New Hartford Free Public Library, 1966-67 was a year 
of further advancement and growth. There has been, during the 
past year, an increase both in circulation and in material—nearly 
500 more purchased and donated volumes have been made available 
to the New Hartford public. Added to this steadily growing 
collection has been a series of American History reference books. 
The children’s section, geared to the standards of the school sys- 
tem, has been provided with a wide range of reading and reference 
material. 


On the operational level, a more accurate and efficient card 
system has been put into use. To facilitate the checking in and 
checking out of books, a new library-desk has been purchased. The 
purchase of a new fan has provided more comfort for summer 
reading and research. For the children, the installation of two 
child-level book racks has made their reading material easily ac- 
cessible to them. 


The increased use of the New Hartford Free Public Library 
and its facilities has gratified its Board of Managers who hope that 
the residents will make continued and greater use of the library.

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REPORT OF THE BAKERVILLE LIBRARY ASSOCIATION 


During the past year, as in previous years, the library has 
continued to serve the Bakerville community with present total of 
829 registered borrowers. Since two thirds of the borrowers are 
juveniles, the library has attempted to provide a variety of books 
at this level. The required reading lists for students at Northwest 
Regional High School have also been kept up to date and additional 
books purchased to fulfill students’ requests. 


With the resignation of Mrs. Allyn Bernard in November, 1966, 
Mrs. Robert Tonkin was employed as the new librarian. Mrs. Ton- 
kin has continued to work with the school children and a part of 
the third grade program has been a regularly scheduled visit to 
the library at least once a month. It is hoped to stimulate the 
children’s interest in reading outside the classroom and teach them 
how to use the library facilities. 


Future plans for the library include work for additional mem- 
bership and greater circulation. In the past year, with a total of 
8,938 books owned by the library, the circulation for the year was 
8,469 volumes. We would like to feature special exhibits at the 
library, primarily collections that are owned by local townspeople 
who would be kind enough to loan them temporarily and also, 
special books for different local groups or clubs such as scouts, 
garden club, 4-H, etc., have been borrowed from the state or pur- 
chased to accommodate these groups. 


Our aim is to serve the community needs as fully as possible 
and welcome the suggestions or requests that come from our 
borrowers.

On July 1, 1966, the New Hartford Public Health Nursing 
Agency expanded to a 3 nurse-staff. The advent of Medicare, Medic- 
aid, the increase in the number of school children, and the selling 
of nursing service to Barkhamsted through the Barkhamsted Pub- 
lic Health Nursing Association made this enlargement necessary. 
The agency met the State-aid and Medicare requirements and 
functioned under the direction of a nursing supervisor from the 
Connecticut Public Health Nursing Section. A part-time health 
clerk was employed part-time to assist with the office procedures 
and billing. 


Some of the other activities, outside the regular home visiting 
and school health program that have involved the nurses, have 
been the pre-school dental and vision screening programs. We are 
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most grateful to the volunteers who have helped make the pro- 
grams successful. A measles vaccine clinic was held for pre-school 
and school age children. This was a pilot project to attempt to 
eradicate measles by vaccinating all those susceptible to the dis- 
ease. A total of 97 children received the vaccine at two scheduled 
clinics. 


Considerable time has been spent in “staff education” due to 
the expansion of the agency, new staff members and the Medicare 
program. With a year’s experience behind us, our programs for the 
coming year should provide better and more efficient service.

With our expanding school population, there have been more 
demands on the nursing service this past year. Soon after school 
opened, a Red Cross First Aid Course was sponsored by the agency 
primarily for school personnel. Several schoo] employees, who are 
directly involved in caring for the pupils during the nurse’s ab- 
sence, received their First Aid certificates. This was a great help 
in relieving some of the demands on the nurse, and we felt con- 
fident that the children were receiving adequate care. 


As noted in the statistics, several large clinics were held dur- 
ing the year. Obviously, no medication or treatment can be given 
to a child without the parents’ permission. Planning for, setting up, 
and recording: for these clinics involved quite a bit of time. We 
have been grateful for the help from our volunteers, particularly 
in the vision screening and the heights /weights measurements. 


We have enjoyed a close association with the Cooperative Edu- 
cational Center and feel that the services offered have been a great 
benefit to the school children. The hearing testing was done 
throughout the schools in the Fall by the COOP specialists, and 
the nurses were notified of all the children exhibiting defects. We 
have been very successful in our follow-ups to the family, and all 
the children referred after testing are now under the care of a 
physician. Hearing is only one of the areas serviced by COOP and 
was just given as an example to illustrate the increase in resources 
to the school health program. Speech, remedial reading, psycho- 
logical, and social services are all part of the Center’s program. : 


The programs for the coming year will be basically the same 
as in previous years. Our aim is to continue more closely with the 
follow-ups on defects noted by contact with the family in order to 
promote independence of the family in dealing with its own health 
problems. :

During the year 1966-67 the Sewer System with the Plant Re- 
located on the Lynch Property in Pine Meadow was completely de- 
signed and submitted to the Water Resources Commission for ap- 
proval. A portion of the plant was ordered and installed, sewers 
were constructed from the Plant to a point about five hundred feet 
north of the Waring Products property, which used up the original 
appropriation of $90,000.00.

THE TOWN PLANNING AND ZONING COMMISSION 


During the period from July 1, 1966 to July 1, 1967, the Plan- 
ning and Zoning Commission met twice a month to discuss and 
decide land use problems affecting the present and future develop- 
ment and growth of the town. 


The Commission held public hearings on 7 changes of zone 
applications, and granted 6 changes. Five of these changes up- 
graded residential areas to the next large zone, and one changed 
a small area along Route 44 from residential to business. 


The Commission also met many times with developers, re- 
viewed their plans, requested changes, talked to interested proper- 
ty owners, and ultimately approved 7 subdivisions consisting. of 
61 lots. The Commission also approved 2 resubdivisions. 


Among the other matters to come before the Commission were 
applications for special exemptions and home occupations. These 
applications were found to be in accordance with the Zoning Regu- 
lations and were granted, subject to conditions the Commission 
deemed necessary to protect the neighboring properties. 


The Commission accepted with regret the resignation of Ken- 
neth Dyer. Ken had been a valuable member of the Commission for 
many years and his advice and friendship will be missed. Mr. Frank 
Piesak was elected to fill Ken’s unexpired term. 


The Commission spent $1,569.12 for salaries, legal notices, sup- 
plies, telephone, and professional services. The Town received a 
total of $2,706.25 from the Commission’s operations through fees 
for various applications, building permits, certificates of occupancy, 
and the sale of zoning regulations and maps. The Commission’s 
receipts exceeded its expenditures by $1,137.13, which was turned 
over to the town’s general fund.

COMMENTS 
Scope of Audit: 


This audit comprised a verification of the recorded financial 
transactions of the Town of New Hartford for the fiscal year end- 
ed June 30, 1967. The audit procedures conformed with the regula- 
tions published by the State Tax Commissioner concerning muni- 
cipal audits. 
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_. Recorded cash on deposit, including savings accounts of the 
various funds, was reconciled with balances reported directly by 
the depositaries. Treasurer’s receipts and disbursements were fur- 
ther reconciled to deposits and withdrawals on monthly bank state- 
ments. 


Change fund of the Tax Collector was counted and ascer- 
tained to be in order. 


Cash receipts were traced from departmental sources into the 
Treasurer’s cash receipts book and were properly and promptly 
deposited in definite groups. Book balances of cash on deposit had 
been reconciled with monthly bank statements. No loose or im- 
proper methods of handling cash were observed. 


Disbursements by orders drawn on the Treasurer, supported 
by invoices, payrolls and cancelled checks, were. test-checked to the 
extent of at least twenty-five percent of all such items and ascer- 
tained to be in order. Our test-check embraced the following 
features: 


Correctness of extensions and amounts. 


Expenditures properly supported by invoices or other sup- 
porting documents approved by proper town officials. 


Charges against proper account or appropriation. 
Proper fiscal period. 
Cash discount, if any. 
Cash discounts appeared to have been taken whenever allowed. 


Receipts and amounts due from the State of Connecticut were 
confirmed by correspondence. 


Matured bonds and interest coupons paid by the fiscal agent 
during the fiscal year were on file, intact and properly cancelled. 


Written requests for confirmation of uncollected taxes at June 
28, 1967 were prepared and mailed by us to taxpayers representing 
eighty-five percent of the amount of delinquencies. No irregularities 
were disclosed. All property tax rate books were balanced with the 
respective controls at June 28, 1967 and at June 30, 1967. 
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_ Authorizations for the cancellation of uncollected taxes were 
examined and details thereof appear in this report. 


The property assessment record was currently prepared and 
oaths of assessors and board of tax review were recorded thereon. 
The current property tax rate bill contained the selectmen’s sig- 
natures and tax collector’s executed warrant. The property tax rate 
agreed with the minutes of the Board of Finance. 


Land records were examined for recorded tax lien certificates 
and found to be in order. A test-check was made of interest and 
penalties collected on overdue taxes. The test indicated that the 
tax collector was observing the statutes. 


Condition of Records and 
General Conduct of Offices: 


The financial books of the Town were maintained on a double 
entry basis and were kept in a very satisfactory manner. 


The conduct of the various offices as related to the financial 
records has been satisfactory. 


Resume of Financial Transactions 
and General Financial Condition: 


Appropriations as recommended by the Board of Finance were 
voted at the Town Meeting on May 2, 1966. After the Town Meet- 
ing, the Board of Finance voted a tax rate of 33 mills to be levied 
on the grand list of October 1, 1965.

Special and Trust Funds: 

The condition of the special and trust funds of the Town as 
of June 30, 1967, is presented in this report in Exhibit “E”’, and the 
changes therein during the fiscal year are presented in Exhibit “H’’. 


Two new special funds were established during the fiscal year. 
A Town Meeting held on April 25, 1966 approved an appropriation 
of $170,000.00 to set up a “Special Fund for Utility Improvements”. 
An appropriation of $37,400.00 was voted at a Town Meeting on 
December 19, 1966 for use of the School Building Committee. Neces- 
cessary funds were borrowed on bond anticipation notes to finance 
these appropriations. ; 


RECOMMENDATIONS 
1. The Water Bureau of The Metropolitan District owed con- 
tested back taxes aggregating $5,828.00 at the end of the fiscal 
year, as commented upon elsewhere in this report. This con- 
troversy dates back to 1955. It is again recommended that steps 
be taken to settle this dispute at the earliest possible date. 
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. It is recommended that a study be made of the amount of cash 


handled by the various officials and employees, including those 
who are presently bonded, to determine the necessary coverage 
to protect the Town. The amount of coverage has remained 
unchanged during the past several years, a period in which 
the Town has experienced considerable growth and corres- 
pondingly increased revenues. Also, it is recommended that the 
Town acquire a “blanket” surety bond to cover all officials and 
employees not covered by individual bonds. Members of the 
Sewer Commission and the School Building Committee should 
be included under this policy. 


Minutes of Board of Finance meetings should be signed by the 
Chairman and the Clerk. 


Town Meeting of August 11, 1966 voted an appropriation of 
$10,000.00 from Capital Reserve Fund for the purchase of a 
dump truck with snow plow attachments. 

Purchases charged to this appropriation aggregated $9,689.50 
and included the purchase of a 1967 Ford pickup truck in addi- 
tion to the approved dump truck with snow plow attachments. 
Section 7-364 of the General Statutes requires that all expendi- 
tures from the Municipal Reserve Fund be recommended by 
the Board of Finance and receive the approval of the legisla- 
tive body (Town Meeting). 


During the fiscal year, the Board of Education voted to change 
the system used for approval of expenditures to be paid from 
Town appropriations. This procedure provides for the signature 
of the Town Treasurer only on each check. 

I believe that this procedure eliminates necessary internal con- 
trols and places an undue burden on the Town Treasurer. 

It is recommended that all school checks be signed by an au- 
thorized official of the Board of Education before presentation 
to the Town Treasurer for his signature. 


It was noted that the Town Treasurer had signed blank checks 
for the School Building Committee. 

Town Treasurer should not sign checks before they are com- 
plete and not before he has ascertained that expenditures do 
not exceed authorized appropriations. 


During the fiscal year, the Sewer Commission opened a check- 
ing account at the United Bank & Trust Company. Checks 
drawn against this account require only the signature of the 
First Selectman. 

Checks should be signed by a majority of the Selectmen and 
also the Town Treasurer for all general Town disbursements.
